SON OF BOUTELL? 
Driven to Desperation by 


Wife’s Elopement and 
Death of Babies. 


STAIR USED AS GALLOWS. 


New York, June 6.—(Special.J—A young 
man who said he was Leonard J. Boutell, a 
son of ex-Congressman Henry Sherman Bou- 
tell of Chicago, now minister to Switzerland, 
attempted suicide tonight in the West Side 
Young Men's Christian association. 

After tying a rope around his neck he 
jumped from the staircase leading from the 
lobby to the barber shop. He was cut down 
in time to save his life. 

Boutell said he regretted that his rescuers 
had been so prompt, as family troubles had 
driven him to despair and he wished to die. 
He was airested and is now a prisoner at the 
West Forty-seventh street police station. 
charged with attempted suicide. 


Wrote Letters; One to Wife. 

Boutell appeared at the West Side T. M. C. 
A. early this evening. He did not register, 
but sat In the lobby, wrote several letters 
and appeared much depressed. One of the 
letters was to his wife. 

It is the custom at the West Side Y. M. C. A. 
to lock up for the night at 10 p.m. The em- 
ployés were preparing to close about 9:50 
o clock when Boutell left the lobby and 
started down stairs. On the stairway is a 
large window, the lower part of which is 
raiged and lowered by means of two stout 
window cords. One was hanging loose. 

Seizing the loose end, Boutell tied it in a 
sip knot around his neck and jumped off 
the steps. Several men hastened to him, 
and one got out a pocket knife and cut the 


rope. Blood was on Boutell’s lips, and et 


firet it was thought he was dead. He was 
dragged upstairs to the lobby, and his arms 
were worked up and down to create artificial 
respiration. In a few minutes the young 
man recovered his breath. 


Says Wife Fled with Another. 

“Tt was driven to this by desperation,” he 
bald. My wife, whom I love dearly, ran away 
with another man not long ago, leaving me 
with our two children, babies. One of the 
babies died three weeks ago and the other 
ea week ago. Both died because they wanted 
their mother. Our home was in Ficride. The 
man who ran off with my wife was a boarder 
in our home. He was my friend, I thought, 
but he proved my worst enemy. 

„My father is ex-Congressmnan Boutell of 
Illinois. I have not seen bim for several 
years, however. I left home to seek my 
fortune as an electrician in Florida several 
yeare ago. Bince the death of my babies 
there is nothing more to live for. 

„My heart is broken and I want to die. I 
wrote to my wife tonight, telling her what 
her elopement has brought upon me.” 

The Flower hospital was notified directly 
after Boutell’s attempt to end his lite. But 
when the ambulance arrived Dr. Knapp de- 
cided the young men’s conditon was not 
serious enough to warrant bis being taken te

AT CELEBRATION 


Taft, Sherman, Roosevelt, and 
Clark Eulogize Prince 
of Church. 


VAST CROWD DOES HOMAGE 


Imposing Observance of Twenty- 
fifth Year in Red Eccle- 
siastical Robes. 


NOVELTY IN NATION'S HISTORY 


Baltimore, Md., June 6—James Cardinal 
Gibbons, for twenty-five years the only prince 
of the Roman Catholic church in the United 
States, sat this afternoon on the temporary 
stage in the Fifth Regiment armory and 
Hetened to great men of the nation speak 
in eulogy of his life 

President Taft, Vice dent Sherman, 
Chief Justice White, former’ nt Roose- 
velt, Ambassador Bryce of Great Britain, 
Speaker Clark, Senator Root of New York, 
Gov. Crothers of Maryland, former Speaker 
Cannon, and Mayor Presly of Baltimore sat 
with the cardinal and all of them except the 
chief justice spoke. 

Among the 600 other guests seated on the 
platform were more than a score of senators 
and members of the house of representatives. 
The armory holds 15,000 people, its builders, 
say, and it was crowded to the doors. 

The cardinal sat in a red plush chair in the 
center of the stage. His greeting, as he 
climbed the stairs with President Taft, was 
remarkably enthusiastic. 

The cardinal wore the red robe, the skull 
cap of red. and the deep green ring of office. 
Through all the speeches he sat smiling., 
every changing expression of his wrinkled 


ana kind face and his bright eyes attesting 
to the pleasure that this tribute afforded him. 


Eulogy by President Taft. 

Following Gov. Crothers, who presided, 
President Taft made the first speech, in 
which he said: 

“This assembly, I venture to say, can find 
few counterparts in history. Weare met as 
American citizens to congratulate the Amer- 
ican primate of one of the great churches of 
the world upon the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his accession to the highest office in his 
church but one, and upon the fiftieth anni- 
versary of his entering the church as one of 
its priests. 

„ We are not here as members of any de- 
nomination. We are not here in any official 
capacity. But we are here to recognize and 
honor in him his high virtues as a patriotic 
member of our political community and one 
who through his long and useful life has 
spared no efforts in the cause of good citizen- 
ship and the uplifting of his fellow men. 

„ As American citizens we are proud that 
his prominence in the church brought him 
twenty-five years ago the rank of cardinal. 
The rarity with which this rank is conferred 
in his church upon bishops and priests so 
far from Rome is an indication of the posi- 
tion which he had won among his fellow 


churchmen. 


On Side of Law and Order 

“But what we are especially delighted to 
see confirmed in him and his life is the entire 
consistency which he has demonstrated be- 
tween earnest and single minded patriotism 
and love of country on the one hand, and 
sincere devotion to his church upon the other. 
One of the tenets of his church is respect for 
constituted authority, and always we have 
found him on the side of law and order, al- 
ways in favor of peace and good will to all 
men, always in favor of religious tolerance, 
and always strong in the conviction that 
complete freedom in the matter of religion 
is the best condition under which churches 
may thrive. 

„Nothing could more clearly show the 
character of the man whose jubilee we cele- 
brate than the living testimonial that this 
assembly is to his value as a neighbor in the 
community of Baltimore. If you would find 
whet a man is, go to his home and his neigh- 
bers, and there, if everything that he does 
and says rings true and shows his heart- 
whole interest In the welfare of men and 
women and children near about him, you have 
the strongest proof of bis virtues as a lover 
of mankind.” 


Greetings by Other Speakers, 
am here,” said the vice president, “to 
speak for the greatest legislative body in the 
world, and speaking for tifem to felicitate 
you upon this day and occasion and to offer 
to you our loyal respect and heartfelt good 
will” 

When Mr. Roosevelt rose to speak the 
crowd cheered for half a minute. 

“ While the American people may differ 
among themselves on questions of dogma,” 
said he, “they unite on what counts more 
than dogma-—conduct. We read now and 
then about people complaining that the 
churches are growing smaller and that they 
are losing their influence. But there will be 
no complaifite in the future if that church 
makes as ite cardinal principle the rendering 
of service to the people. 

“No church will have to defend itself so 
long as those who are high in that church 
devote themselves to the people as you, Car- 
Anal Gibbons, have devoted yourself to 
them.” : 

“Cardinal Gibbons,” said Senator Root, 
“Mustrates the union of service to the state 
and service to God. He is a bulwark against 
athelem and anarchy, a bulwark against the 
tearing down of morality and government 
upon which the foundations of our country 
depend.“ 

“ The affection for Cardinal] Gibbons,” said 
Speaker Clark, “is just as strong west of 
the great river ae it ie east. He has been ae

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ROOSEVELT BACKS 
TAFT CANDIDACY 


President Assured of His 
Predecessor’s Support in 
Campaign for Re- 
nomination. 


GOOD AUTHORITY FOR IT. 


Cordiality of Taft and the 
Colonel at Baltimore Would 
Seem to Confirm the 
Report. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., June 6.—President Taft 
in his candidacy for the presidential] nomina- 
tion in 1912 will receive the unqualified in- 
dorsement of former President Theodore 
Roosevelt, which will be uttered just as cor- 
dially as it was prior to the campaign of 1908. 

This is the best political news Mr. Taft 
has received in many months and it comes to 
him in a manner that leaves no doubt as to its 
authenticity. 

The information that Col. Roosevelt, under 
no ciroumstances, will allow his own name to 
de presented to the Republican national con- 
vention, was conveyed to the White House 
several days ago, but i did not become 
known until tonight. 

That Col. Roosevelt feels the Taft admin- 
istration should be continued was brought 
out partly as the result of a cordial greeting 
between the two men at the Cardinal Gib- 
bons jubilee in Baltimore today. 

Whether the Roosevelt approval of Mr. 
Taft's candidacy will go far enough to take 
the former president into the campaign as an 
active stump speaker is problematical, but 
that the force of his personality will be witn 
the president is assured. 


May Displease Some Friends. 

This fact is not expected to prove pleasing 
to Republicans who have made no secret of 
their desire to bring Col. Roosevelt forward 
as a formidable rival for the 1912 nomination. 
Many of these Republicans, no doubt, will 
refuse to abandon hope until Col. Roosevelt 
himself announces his position and thus 
breaks the silence concerning the adminis- 
tration, which he has maintained since land- 
ing in New York on his return from his Afri- 
can hunt. 

The information that Col. Roosevelt would 
be found aligned with the president rather 
than against him was brought directly to Mr. 
Taft from Mr. Roosevelt by a mutual friend 
high in official life who was connected with 
both the Roosevelt and Taft administrations 
in a capacity that enabled him to gain and 
retain the confidence—in fact, the warm per- 
sonal friendship—-of both men. 


Cordial Talk at Jubilee. 

The meeting at Baltimore between the 
president and Mr. Roosevelt wae only inci- 
dental to the celebration of the Cardinal Gib- 
bons jubilee, but it was an incident that 
awakened the political interest of the sena- 
tors and congressmen and others in officia) 
life who saw the two men together. 

They met first in the reception room in 
the Fifth Regiment armory, where the jubi- 
lee celebration was held. They talked to- 
gether there for ten minutes. They shook 
hands with old friends, they chatted, laughed, 
and behaved just as they used to when Mr. 
Roosevelt was in the White House and Mr. 
Taft was secretary of war. 

Mr. Roosevelt was glad algo to see Uncle 
Joe Cannon, he shook hands heartily with 
Vice President Sherman, he expressed great 
pleasure at seeing Senator Penrose, and, of 
course, Senators Root and Lodge, both oki 
friends, came in for the old time affectionate 
greetings. Altogether the scene resembled 
a Republican love feast. 


„Hello, Bill?“ Says Roosevelt, 

Mr. Roosevelt reached Baltimore before the 
president and was waiting for him at the 
armory. 

Hello. Bill!" said he in the high pitched 
voice that Washington used to know so well. 
“I'm so glad to see you. I want to inquire 
about Mrs. Taft. 

Hello, Theodore,” replied the president. 
How are you? 

Where's Archie? inquired the colonel 
a minute later, looking around for Maj. A. W. 
Butt, who was his personal aide in his White 
House days and who is now aide to Mr. 
Taft. 

The president invited the colonel to come to 
Washington on June 19 to be his guest in the 
White House at his silver wedding anniver- 
sary. Mr. Roosevelt said he would try to 
manage it. 

After the meeting broke up both men 
walked over to congratulate Cardinal Gib- 
bons. After he had shaken the prelate’s 
hand the president put out his hand to the 
colonel. 

*Good-by, Theodore,“ said he. Then fhe 
leaned forward on Mr. Roosevelt's shoulder 
and whispered something. They both 
laughed and the meeting was over. 


NO VACATION FOR KAVANAGH.

USE OF WEAPONS EXPLAINED 


LAW ON SALE OF WEAPONS. | 


“Whoever not being the father, 
guardian, or employer of the minor 
herein named, by himself or agent, shall 
sell, give, loan hire, or barter, or shall 
offer to sell, give, loan, hire, or barter 
to any minor ‘within this state any pistol, 
revolver derringer, bowie knife, dirk, 
or other deadly weapon of like character, 
capable of being secreted upon the person, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be fined in any sum not ess than 
$25 nor more than $200.’"’—Section 54 B. 
chapter 88, Hurd’s Revised Statutes of 
Illinois for 1008. 


Chicago has thrown wide open the doors of 
invitation and opportunity to reckless youths, 
who, armed like western desperadoes with 
Pistols easily procured through non-enforce 
ment of the laws, have murdered, slugged. 
beaten, held up and robbed citizens for 
months, until the lengthening record de- 
come @ combined wonder and shame. Most 
of Chicago’s crimes, the list shows, have 
been committed by young men or boys whe 
never should have been allowed to purchase 
fhrearms—for the statutes of Illinois say 


It was the recklessness of youth that made 
the car barn bandits murderers. Nearly every 
recent labor slugging was by young mea 
under 30 years of age. In nine out of ten 
crimes, where the age of the assailant hae 
been determined, it has averaged about 20 
years. 


“The Tribune” Starts Investigation. 

Where have these young thugs been able 
to arm themselves with the weapons of mur~ 
der and crime when the law of the state pro- 
hibits the sale of such weapons to any minor? 
Seeking an answer to this query and thereby 
tu shed light on the prevalence of major 
crimes committed by boys or young men, Tap 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE yesterday started an in- 
vestigation. 

A 17 year old boy, accompanied by a re- 
porter, was sent out through the city to pur- 
chase pistols. He bought two in different 
pawnshops under circumstances proving the 
sellers knew they were violating the law. 
Moreover, prices were quoted him at many 
other places, and it was shown how easily 
any dime novel reader could provide him- 
self with the weapons of destruction and 
enter upon a thug’s career. 

There was no difficulty in making the pur- 
chases. In each instance he was prompted 
to declare he was more than 21 years old, 
though his immaturity was evident. The 
clerks or proprietors were quick to demon- 
strate how the revolvers worked, te 
sell cartridges, cleaners, and oil. 


Young Boy Buys Pistols. 

James Northmore of 4481 West Monree 
street was the boy. James will not be 18 
years old until the last of the coming August. 
Scarcely more than 4 feet 10 inches in height, 
weighing 110 pounds, and with a boyishness 
that his long trousers can't controvert, he 
set out on his gun buying expedition accom- 
panied by a reporter for Tas Tarsus. 

The first cluster of “ three balis that the 
two encountered was over the Great North- 
ern Loan Bank, 247 South Clark street. 
James entered the shop first; the reporter 
followed a few minutes later when he saw a 
clerk open a sidewalk show case and take 
several glistening weapons within to exhibit 
to the youthful customer.

I can’t show you a revolver unless you're 21.”

Police Assert ‘Mossy’ Enright 
Is Tightly Pinned by Latest 
Piece of Evidence. 


TAKE MORE GUN MEN. 


Several Arrests Made on Eve of 
Inquest Over Murder of 
William Gentleman. 


A postcard photograph of Maurice 
IL Mossy ] Enright, found by a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE, shows Enright wearing an 
overcoat which Inepector Hunt and Capt. 
Halpin say is a counterpart of the garment 
that the slayer of Vincent Altman discarded 
after fieeing from the dying man. 

Capt. Halpin was shown the picture yes- 
terdey and after looking at it a moment, ex- 
claimed: 

There ie the photograph of the mysterious 
Fray overcoat which the Altman murderer 
wore. That is the garment on Enright in 
that picture; I would swear to it. It is the 
coat that witnesses say Enright had on in 
the barroom at the Briggs house and which 
he flung on a settee on the second floor of 
the hotel when he ran upstairs after the 
shooting. The revolver from which the shots 
were fired wae found in one of the pockets. 


Picture to Olinch Evidence. 

“ This photograph will clinch the other evi- 
dence we have and prove that despite En- 
right’s denials he is its owner. Mrs. WilHam 
Gentleman, the widow of Enright’s latest vic- 
tim, already has told Enright heis the owner 
of the coat, and told him where she saw him 
wear it. Other witnesses of the shooting 
have said it is the overcoat that the man who 
did the shooting wore. And quite as strong 
as this evidence is the fact that letters of En- 
right's were found in the pockets.” 
Inspector Hunt was called to look at the 
photograph and at once coincided with the 
decision of Capt. Halpin. 

That's the picture of the slayer’s coat.“ 
he said. 


Tried On Gray Overcoat. 
The gray overcoat was tried on Enright by 
Inspector P. J. Lavin immedietely after the 
Altman killing. It fitted him perfectly. 
The photograph from which the identifica- 
tion of the coat was made shows Enright and 
his slugger pals in an automobile. The 
other members of the party are Jack 
Burke, William (“ Red) O'Connor, arrested 
in connection with the murder of “ Dutchy ” 
Gentleman, and Fred Wilson, friend of Ab- 
bott Ross, chauffeur of Enright’s gray pi- 
rate car. 
Inspector Hunt declared last night that he 
had almost finished his investigation of the 
Altman killing and said he believed he would 
be able to prove that Altman was killed as 
the result of a plot in which high union o- 
clals were involved and show that these same 
men assisted the murderer to escape. 


More Gun Orews Arrested. 

While Inspector Hunt, Coroner Hoffman, 
and Assistant State’s Attorney Victor P. 
Arnold were preparing for the inqueet this 
morning on the death of William (“ Dutchy’’) 
Gentieman, killed two weeks ago, four 
sluggers were formally charged with at- 
tempted murder, four other sluggers were ar- 
rested, and warrants for a third quartet of 
gun men were placed in the hands of de- 
teotives for service. 

Inspector Hunt said last night thet he was 
confident that Maurise ( Mossy") Enright 
would be held to the grand jury for the mur- 
der of Gentleman by the coroner, despite his 
“confession” that he shot Gentleman in 
self-defense. New facts of a sensational 
character in connection with the killing are 
likely to be made public, he said, and murder 
charges may be made against others. 


Police Guard Facts Closely. 
“The police will show as little as possible 
of the evidence in their pospession to get a 
coroner’s verdict,” he said, because it fs 
not desired to show the defense any more of 
the facts in our possession than we can 
help.“ 

“ We are in a fair way now not only to clear 
up the murders of Gentleman, Vincent Alt- 
man, and Bernard Malloy, but also every one 
of the brutal slugging assaults which have 
been made against workmen since this labor 
war began, the inspector said. The steam- 
fitters who were assaulted are now assisting 
the police, something they have been beck- 
ward about doing heretofore. We will get 


them all. 


Get Names of Men. 

“Today we got the names of four new slug- 
gers, men we did not know were identified 
with the ‘gun men’ crews, and I have de- 
tectives looking for them tonight. I ex- 
pect their arrest by tomorrow. The men ar- 
rested during the day, charged with being 
members of the slugging gangs who have 
terrorized workmen, have been mentioned by 
the union men assaulted.” 

The day’s arréste included: 

James O Connor. allas Deanfe Connors, 
identified from photograph as being a mem- 
ber of the slugging squads who assaulted 
workmen at the Hygienic Ice company plant 
and the Heisen building. 

Patrick Berrell, alas McMahon, identified 
by Christopher Walley, a non-union milk 
driver, as one of five men who slugged and 
shot him in Evanston, on June 2. 

Daniel Shea and Joseph Dermont, elevator 
conetructors, declared to have taken an active 
part in the elevator construction and ma- 
chinists’ war.

TRAIL MEMBERS 
OF ARSON TRUST | 


Police Learn Names of Men 


Who Set Fire to Buildings 
to Get Insurance. 


CONFESSES, ENDS HIS LIFE 


Leopold Dreyfus Admits That He 
Hired Gang to Destroy His 
Clothing Store. 


Search for members of a regularly organ- 
ized “ arson trust,” who have grown wealthy 
by setting fires to buildings at stipulated 
prices, was started pet pe: by the police 
and detectives working er the direction 
of Fire Attorney Michael Sullivan. 

The existence of the alleged firebug ring 
was revealed by Leopold Dreyfus, president 
of L. Dreyfus & Co., wholesale clothiers, 232 
South Market street, who committed suicide 
yesterday after confessing to Fire Attorney 
Sullivan that he hired agents of the “ arson 
trust to set fire to his place of business last 
Saturday. 

Lazard Dreyfus, brother of Leopold, was 
arrested and booked in the evening at the 
Harrison street station on charges of arson, 
arson to defraud an insurance company, and 


$2,000 on each charge. 

He was locked up in a cell awalting the ar- 
rival this morning of his mother and a brother 
from Louisville, Ky., who will arrange to ob- 
tain the prisoner’s release. Attorney Charles 
EH. Erbstein was engaged to defend Dreyfus. 

Get Names of Trust Members. 

The police are in possession of the names 
of five of the “ arson fiends,” one of whom is 
a merchant and said to be the leader of the 
gang. The merchant and four others were 
named by Leopold Dreyfus in his confession. 
A Search was made in the implicated mer- 
chanpt’s house during the day, but he had 
disappeared, and the police believe he has left 
town. 

Attorney Sullivan declared, however, that 


the members of the gang will be arrested, as 
thelr movements are known by the police. 
The fire attorney. refused to divulge the 
identity of the men sought for. 

Dreyfus said the ‘‘ arson fiends he hired 
were to get $2,000 for their work when the 
fire insurance was collected. 

He said he paid them $300 in part payment, 
of which $150 was paid last Friday and $150

Ends Life After Confession. 
Following the confession Leopold and 
Lazard Dreyfus, an employé, went to the 
former’s flat, 5228 South Michigan avenue.

arate rooms. 

Shortly after 6 a. m. a shot was heard and 
when the detective and S. M. Hitt, a boarder, 
entered the room they found Leopold lying 
on the bed with a wound in hie right temple 
and a revolver in his hand. He died a few 
minutes later. He was WO years old. Mrs. 
Cora Dreyfus, widow of the victim, was 
prostrated and unable to attend the inquest. 
The jury returned a verdict of suicide while 
despondent ‘over flnanctal affairs. 

According to the confession, two agents of 
the “arson trust visited the Dreyfus broth- 
eta week ago and broached the subject of

APPROVES PARK POLICE BILL 


Measure Authorizing Pension 
Fund Signed by Deneen. 


PROVIDES HEAVY ADDITIONS 


Executive Puts Signature to Many 
Other Proposals, 


BT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., June 6.—The bill authoris- 
ing the park police pension fund was ap- 
proved today by the governor and will be- 
come a statute on July 1. The bill had the 
strong support of the park policemen 
throughout the session and reached enact- 
ment after a hard fight. 

In its essential particulars it provides for 
heavy additions to the pension fund by pro- 
viding that all fines for offenses under state 
laws which are committed within the park 
districts be diverted to the pension fund, that 
all fines for violations of automobile speed- 
ing ordinances within the parks go to the 
park fund treasury, and that in all cases 
fines assessed where park policemen made 
the arrests shal? likewise beturnedin. There 
is an inorease provided of the assessment 
against the park policemen’s salary and a 
general broadening of the regulations under 
which the pension fund is established. 

City Employes’ Bill Signed. 

The governor also signed the bill introduced 
by Senator Glackin extending to all munici- 
pal employés under civil service the provi- 
sions of a pension fund modeled after the 
police and fire pension funda. 

The senate bill ewe was signed provit- 
ing that all fines collected from teachers in 
the empley of the board of education shall 
be converted to the teachers’ pension fund 
In connection with this bill it is necessary 
for the board of education to make the nec- 
essary provision for the transfer of the fines 
which are collected. .

EXTRA SESSION 


Deneen Commands Legisla- 
tors to Renew Their Work 
at Noon on June 14. 


WATERWAY SOLE ISSUE. 


Executive Leaves All Other Sub- 
jects Out of Formal Notice 
for Action. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

- Springfield, II., June 6.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen today called the Forty-seventh gen- 
eral assembly into extraordinary session, 
fixing the date for next Wednesday, June 14, 
at noon. In the call the only proposition 
which the legislature is asked to consider is 
the deep waterway and the water power 
issue. 

Gov. Deneen, in a formal statement, said 
it would be impossible to have other mat- 
tera under consideration while the attempt 
is being made to obtain the enactment of 
waterway-water power legislation prior to 
July 1. 

Text of Gévernor’s Call. 

Following is the text of the call issued by 
the governor: 

Whereas, by reason of the failure of the 
Forty-seventh general assembly at its 
regular session to enact legislation con- 
cerning a deep waterway from Lockport 
to Utica and the development of water 
power incident thereto, I deem that an 
extraordinary occasion now exists for 
convening the general assembly in ex- 
traordinary session. 

Now, therefore, I, Charles & Deneen, 
governor of Illinois, under and by virtue 
of the power and authority vested in me 
by the constitution and laws of the state, 
do hereby call and convene an extraordi- 
nary session of the general assembly of 
the state of Illinois to commence on the 
14th day of June, A. D. 1911, at 12 o’clock 
noon for the following purposes: 

1. To enact legislation concerning the 
construction of a deep waterway and the 
development of water power " between 
Lockport and Utica and to issue bonds in 
payment therefor. 

2. To make an appropriation to defray 
the expenses’ of this extraordinary ses- 
sion.

The announcement of the date and the 
limited scope of the extra session shattered 
all of the expectations of the legislative 
leaders who are known as foes of the ad- 
ministration. They had expected that a 
large number of subjects would be presented 
for their consideration, which would heve 
made possible a resumption of the political 
crossfiring that rent the regular session 
asunder.

WRECK OF THE MAINE RISES 
AS INVESTIGATION PROCEEDS. 


Visible Part of Ship Practically Same 
as Before It Sank Into Mud— 
Pumping Ceases for the Time. 


HAVANA, June 6.—The first stage of the 
actual work of uncovering the wreck of the 
battleship Maine was completed this after- 
noon, when pumping operations ceased after 
the water level within the great cofferdam 
built around the wreck had been lowered five 
feet. * 

This leaves the portion of the wreck visible 
above the water practically the same as on 
the night of the disaster, before the hull had 
time to become imbedded in the mud. There 
is now visible a long stretch of thestarboard 
side of the quarterdeck. 

The pumping is to be suspended until June 
15, when the water level will be reduced an- 
other five feet. The work will then be sus- 
pended again, so that a minute examination 
may be made of all sections of the cofferdam, 
after which the pumping will be continued at 
intervals until the bottom is reached, prob- 
a bly three or four weeks hence.

“Tf our government is destined to be ea- 
during it must rest on the eternal principies 
of justice, truth, and righteousness, and these 
principles must have for their sanction the 
recognition of a supreme being who governs 
them by his wisdom, and whose superintend- 
ing providence watches over the affairs of 
nations and of men. 

“When the framers of our immortal con- 
stitution were in session Benjamin Franklin 
complained to his colleagues of the small 
progress they had made after several weeks | 
of deliberation. He used these memorable 
word: : 

We have spent many days in fruitless 
discussion. We have been groping in the 
dark because we have not sought light from 
the Father of Light to Ulumine our under- 
standing. I have lived many years, and jhe 
longer I live the more convincing proofs I 
have that God governs the affairs of men. 
And if a sparrow cannot fall to the ground 
without his notice, is it probable that an em- 
pire can rise without his aid and codpera 
tion ? 

“ Thank God, the words of Franklin did not 
fall on barren soil. They have borne fruit. 
Our government from its dawn to the pres- 
ent time has been guided by Christian ideals. 
It has recognized the existence of a superin- 
tending Providence. 


Talks of Church and State. 

It is true indeed that there is no official 
union of church and state in this country. 
But we must not infer from this that there 
is any antagonism between the civil and 
réligious authorities. Far from it, the 
church and state move on parallel lines. 
They mutually assist one another. The state 
holds over the spiritual rulers the egis of 
its protection without interfering with the 
sacred and God given rights of conscience. 
And the church on her part helps to enforce 
laws by moral and religious sanctions.. _ 
lt is the duty of us all, shurchmen and 
laymen, to hold up the hands of our presi- 
dent, as Aaron and Hur stayed up the hands 

.of Moses. f 

Let us remember that our chief execu- 
tive and all subordinate magistrates are the 
accredited agents and ministers of God and 
are clothed with divine authority, and there- 
fore it is our duty and should be our delight 
to ald them by every means in our power in 
guilding and controlling the destiny of our

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ON ROOT CLAUSE 


Friends of Reciprocity Begin 
Active Campaign on Floor 
Against Amendment. 


APPEALS TO DEMOCRATS. 


Taft Asks Senators of That Party 
to Stand for Unchanged 
Measure. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—Abandoning 
hope of defeating in committee the Root 
amendment to the Canadian reciprocity bill, 
affecting the print paper and wood pulp 
clause of the agreement, friends of the meas- 
ure today began on the floor of the senate an 
active campaign to prevent acceptance of 
the Root provision. 

The president showed anxtety over the situ- 
ation when, after re oa session of the 
senate finance committee today, he appealed 
to the Democratic senators to stand out 
against the amendment. Senator Stone ex- 
pressed to the president his confidence that 
far more than a majority would be found 
voting against the Root and all other amend- 
ments that may be offered. 


Think Amendment Would Be Fatal. 

The administration throughout has con- 
tended that amendment to the bill probably 
would be fatal, and by reason of this conten- 
tion the measure was passed by the house in 
the form’ desired by the state department. 

Secretary Knox did not appear before ths 
committee today to explain the inwardness | 
of the agreement and to urge the committee 
to report the measure to the senate in its 
present form. He was expected to devote 
considerable attention to the Root amend- 
ment, explaining wherein it would nullify or 
postpone the agreement, but he sent word 
that previous engagements prevented his 
appearance. 

The principal fight on the floor will be 
based on the Root provision, but whether it 
be accepted or rejected the friends of reci- 
procity are now hopeful of success. The rea- 
son for their exhilaration is found in the 
decision of a majority of the Democratic sen- 
ators to make no effort to attach the house 
free list bill to the reciprocity measure. 


Democrats Against Amendments. 

A ‘decided majority of the Democrats are 
favorable to reciprocity, but until compara- 
tively recently many of them, disposed 
toward political advantage, made the con- 
dition that the Canadian bill should receive 
no eonsideration ‘except in connection with 
the pet Democratic measure. They have 
abandoned that attitude and now announce 
boldly that they will oppose all amendments 
of whatever nature. They have even gone 
to the extent of rejecting overtures from 
the progressives which are coupled with a 
promise on the part of the latter to tack 
the free list on to the reciprocity bill. 

Advocates of the bill are confident of suc- 
cess, but the vote will be postponed for sev- 
eral weeks, with intense struggle and strong 
resistance meantime. No one predicts a 
vote earlier than July 15 and some extend 


the time by a month. 


Insists on Vote on Free List. 
/ “(And with reciprocity disposed of,” de- 
clared Senator Stone today, “I should say 
that we ought to stay here until we merge 
thie session into the next regular session, 
and that session into the second regular if we 
don’t get a vote on the free list. 

The Missouri senator is among the leading 
supporters of the reciprocity bill, but he win 
insist upon consideration bf the tariff meas- 
ures sent over from the house. 

Senator Penrose will make an effort to get 
the reciprecity, bill out of the committee on 
finance tomorrow, but as Many amendments 
will be represented, he may fail. The bill 
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will be reported without recommendation.

Who will be Cook county's official cupid 
hencefoftth? Who will step bravely to the 
front and volunteer to perform the three 
minute marriages wich William A. Stacey, 
the Evanston justice of the peace, hereto- 
fore has done so gladly—at at least 33.50 
per knot-tying operation—in the county 
clerk's Office? 

These were questions which loomed up 
large yesterday when Justice Stacey no 
longer was on the job.“ They grew in im- 
portance when Sheriff Zimmer announced 
that he will ask the judges of courts of 
vecord of Cook county to meet and agree to 
sit in turn as a matrimonial court, an idea 
which drew forth a gale of protest from the 
judges. 


Questions Legality of Marriages. 
Then on top of all came an opinion from 
Municipal Judge Stewart to the effect that

County Judge 
John E. Owens promptly spiked this opinion 
and declared all such marriages to be legal. 
He said, however, that they should have been 
ceremonized outside the county building by 
a judge, priest or minister not using the 
structure for business purposes only.

Judge Richard E. Burke was the first to 
disavow any intention or desire to become a 
“ marrying judge.” | 
Does any person imagine for a moment

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LOOP FIRETRAPS THREATEN 
GIRLS’ LIVES, CHIEF REPORTS. 


Prelimingty Report by Seyferlich Finds 
Eighty-three Downtown Structures 
Are Dangerous. 


Asa Nr report ot his investigation 
of conditions in downtown buildings housing 
large numbers of women ané girl employés, 


Fire Marshal Seyferlich submitted to Mayor | 


Harrison yesterday a list of eighty-three 
structures having inadequate fire protection. 
Detailed statements were made by his in- 
vestigators showing that in numerous in- 
stances a fire would result in disaster much 
like the recent horrors at New York and 
Newark, where scores of lives were lost. 
The violations of the fire laws were found 
daily by the members of the department 
assigned to the wokk and scores of changes 
were made under orders from them. The 
inquiry was begun at the instance of the 
Women's Trade Union league, which has 
urged the mayor to have the inspections 
transferred to the fire department. 


Some buildings were found without fire |: 


escapes, others had the ladder escapes which 
were ordered abolished, and others were 
found with stairway doors locked. 

Capt. Francis A. Byrne, who made the 
investigation, told, as an instance, of a build- 
ing occupied by a number of millinery firms. 

“TI found the doors to the elevators locke 
with padlocks,” he said, and the elevator 
men had no means of opening them. The 
doors leading to the rear stairway also had 
padiocks on them. This leaves no way for 
the girls to escape in case of fire except by the 
fire escapes.” ' 

Doors or screens were found at the stair- 
ways on buildings at 326 West Adams street, 
206 West Adams street, and 647 South Fifth 
avenue. The building at 208 West Madisop 


. street was reported as without fire escapes.
